Meaſure left to be perfected by the Parliament 
of Great Britain It being requiſite to repeal 


and alter ſeveral Laws, before the ſame could 


take Effect. And it having been found by Ex- 
perience, as well after the Peace concluded by 
King William, as in the preſent Treaty, that a 


Trade with France could never be of any real 


Advantage to theſe Kingdoms, the Treaty of 
Commerce was never fully ſettled. But not- 


withſtanding the Bill for making effectual cer- 


tain Articles in the Treaty of Commerce, did 


not paſs, the Commons attended her Majeſty 


with the following Addreſs.
